Cuban Problems Come to Miami 


Now that Fidel Castro has openly 
boasted that he is a dedicated communist 
and that he had been hiding the fact 
during his rise to power the problems 
confronting our nation are more clearly 
seen. But Cuban problems have been 
coming to Miami ever since Mr. Castro 
took over the government. There are 
about 2,000 Latin Americans (mostly 
Cubans) arriving in Miami every week. 
Only about 450 of them are able to move 
on each week to other places of residence. 
Thus Miami has an ever-increasing popula- 
tion of Spanish-speaking people who need 
jobs and who need a vital Christianity. 
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One of the problems that pulls at the 
heartstrings of Christians who are~close 
to the situation is that many parents in 
Cuba are placing their children on planes, 
not knowing anyone in the United States 
and having no one to meet the children 
when they arrive. Several denominations 
have voted relief money for the Cubans 
in Miami and for Gospel work among 
them. Here again is an example of foreign 
mission work on home soil. Every Chris- 
tian needs to ask himself the question, 
“Is there anything I can do to help?” 


We need to pray for our executive 
leadership and the State Department as 
they attempt to steer a proper course to- 
ward our southern neighbor which has 
been taken over by the all-too-familiar 
techniques of unscrupulous communism. 
It should serve to remind a _ nation 
presently agitated by the accusations and 
publicity of right wing extremists that 
the subversive aims of communism have 
not changed. This country does face 
dangers from within. As Christians we 
must redouble our efforts to seek first 
“the kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness.” Just as evil trees are recognized 
in due time by their evil fruit, so must 
we who profess to be renewed from the 
root up bring forth fruits of righteousness.

THREE SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY LETTERS 
By Evalois St. John 
(Librarian, Seventh Day Baptist 


Historical 


To a prisoner confined at Dorchester 
Jail, England, in the year 1665 was de- 
livered a letter. To receive a letter while 
imprisoned was not unusual. It was the 
contents of this letter which made it 
unique, for in it the prisoner was asked 
his opinion whether the first or the 
seventh day of the week was the true 
weekly Sabbath. 


Now the prisoner to whom the letter 
was addressed was also no _ ordinary 
person. He had received ordination from 
two Bishops of the Church of England, 
he had licenses for preaching under the 
hands and seals of two kings — Charles 
I and Charles II]. He had been “zealous 
against the parliament’s war and Oliver’s 
usurpation.” Yet in spite of his having 
sided with the royal cause, when this 
minister advocated reforms in the Church 
of England his loyalty was forgotten and 
he was thrown into prison. To such a 
man was this letter addressed. 


The letter remained unanswered. Then 
a second letter repeated the question — 
Which day is the true weekly Sabbath? 
To satisfy his own mind the prisoner 
began a study of the Scriptures. He was 
amazed to find how much importance was 
attached to the institution in the Old 
Testament. He turned to the New Testa- 
ment. He found no explicit authority for 
the change of day; he found that Christ 
and His apostles uniformly observed the 
seventh day. He found that obedience to 
God’s laws was made the test of love to 
Him. Why, the prisoner pondered, why 
had this subject never taken hold of his 
mind before. There was but one conclus- 
ion to be made — the observance of the 
seventh day was still obligatory. From 
that moment Francis Bampfield — the 
prisoner — observed, privately at first 
ee then publicly, the seventh-day Sab- 
ath.

Congress will soon choose a new 
Speaker of the House of Representaives. 
As Americans we have the right to scrut- 
inize the record of any candidate for 
that high office, especially as he is in 
the line for succession to the Presidency. 
It is a record that all our citizens will 
be studying closely in the next few weeks. 


There is cause for justified anxiety 
about church-state separation when one 
surveys the record of John W. McCormack 
in more than 30 years on Capitol Hill. 
It is not a matter of his being a Catholic; 
it is a matter of his having been for 
many years the foremost champion on 
Capitol Hill of the Catholic bishops’ posi- 
tion on church and state. No one questions 
the right of Mr. McCormack or any other 
Congressman to be a sincere devotee of 
his faith, but when he seeks political 
favors for his own church he must bear 
the responsibility. He has consistently 
demanded government support for sec- 
tarian schools; he was the leading advo- 
cate of the appointment of an ambassador 
to the Vatican; he denounced the Supreme 
Court’s interpretation of the separation 
of church and state in 1948; and he has 
been the sponsor of many bills in Con- 
gress conferring financial benefits upon 
his church. 


While President Kennedy and _ the 
Supreme Court have sought to uphold 
and maintain church-state separation, Mr. 
McCormack has opposed them, Of course 
we are concerned about how he would 
use the greatly expanded powers of his 
prospective office,

Fund Shortage 
Emergency Continues 


It was the hope and expectation of 
the Missionary Board that the emergency 
caused by shortage of funds for carrying 
on missionary services at home and abroad 
would be ended when the treasurer re- 
ceived the November Our World Mission 
receipts from the churches, But our hopes 
were ill-founded. The Missionary Board’s 
share of receipts for November amounted 
to $2,670.00, considerably short of amount 
needed each month ($4,330.00). 

So the emergency continues. To be 
more specific, the December salaries of 
mission workers at home and abroad for 
December cannot be paid at the end of 
the month. Again, we will have to wait 
until the December Our World Mission 
receipts arrive, sometime in January. 

We sympathize deeply with those who 
will have to wait for their checks. We 
hope that this Christmas season will stir 
the hearts of our people to a generous 
outpouring of love gifts through Our 
World Mission channels, which will help 
us regain a financial position where we 
can meet our monthly salary obligations 
on time.

(A sermon preached on November 4, 
1961, by Paul V. Beebe at the First 
Seventh Day Baptist Church of 
Putnam County, Fla.) 


Scripture — Luke 12: 22-32. 


Jesus said: “Fret not thyself.” But 
this is a hard thing not to do. It is hard 
to obey today. How can we help but 
worry? What is the world coming to? 
We dig bomb shelters because we are 
afraid of what man may do. Man, not 
God, has put the world in the fix it is in. 
But, if we have given our hearts to 
Christ, we have no need to worry. He 
gives us the way of salvation. He is our 
hiding place. 


The problem facing the world today 
is the Devil — and his works. He works 
among the communist Es and will 
rule the world if we don’t bestir our- 
selves to tell the world of the peace and 
comfort which come from serving God. 


“If God so clothe the grass of the 
field; which today is, and tomorrow is 
cast into the oven, how much more shall 
he clothe you, O ye of little faith?” 
(Laake 12: 28), 


We have the nation, and we have the 
world, as our field. Yet we say, “What 
can Sabbathkeepers, so small a people, 
do?” But Christ had only twelve dis- 
ciples.

y problem is that I know what happened

“Four years later I was invited into 
intermediate department to explain to 
em the nature of the Christian life. I 
d come to realize that very often, boys 
id girls do not understand our ‘church 
Ik.’ So this time I used 2 Corinthians 
jas a text and spoke on ‘What it Means 
| Be In Christ.’ When I finished dis- 
issing I asked the Intermediates to bow 
jeir heads and for those who know 
Jat they had never had this experience 
hd were not living in this relationship to 
hrist to raise their hands. 

“T looked in amazement as Linda, with- 
it any hesitation, raised her hand. I 
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wanted to say to her, ‘Linda, put your 
hand down. I baptized you.’ But I 
couldn’t do it. I had asked an honest 
question. [ had gotten an honest answer. 
I was the one responsible. I wonder how 
many Lindas there are in our churches.”

Il — Overseas Distribution 


The “international situation,’ so much 
on the minds of all Americans today, has 
been challenging the vision and program 
resources of the Society for over a decade. 
The Advisory Council takes pride in 
noting how foresight in the planning of 
previous years has been justified in terms 
of the overseas program today. The prep- 
aration of production facilities in Korea 
and Brazil, stockpiling of Scriptures in 
Cuba and Congo, and the concerted move- 
ment toward national leadership are all 
bases for real strength in the Society’s 
Overseas program today. 


But vision without resources is limited 
and, in a world situation as complex as 
that in the year of our Lord 1961, un- 
foreseeable emerging conditions always 
arise. The Council takes seriously to heart 
the sobering picture unfolded before it 
of critical needs of the moment. These 
include: production facilities in Indonesia 
where the door is closing to future Bible 
imports this year; the intense competition 
in many lands with well-prepared ideo- 
logical propaganda which vies for the 
attention of the newly literate; the increas- 
ing disparity between population-literacy 
rises and the combined efforts toward 
Bible distribution of all Bible Societies. 


The overseas record today is impressive 
and we are privileged to have a role in 
the American Bible Society’s program 
which takes Holy Scriptures to 100 nations 
on 6 continents and today accounts for 
two-thirds of the Scripture volumes dis- 
tributed by Bible Societies throughout the 
world. If, in the year ahead, however, 
we hesitate to enter more fully into the 
Opportunities open to us, or, if a failure 
of audacity holds us back from making 
the greatest advance ever made in a 
single year, we know that as a Bible 
Society we are failing in our mission to 


God’s world.
